IS THE FIRM BELIEF OF FATHER 


KELLY, THE CHAPLAIN OF 


THE PRISON. 


BET BIS BEAU! CiLBLY 


Crime for Which Davis Died Was the 


Killing of His Sweetheart in 


Springfield. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 25. — Indifferent 


to his fate and cool to the last, Albert 
Davis, a negro, convicted of the mur- 
der of his sweetheart, Hazel Reed, at 
Springfield, O., about a year ago, was 
electrocuted a few momenta after 
midnight ia the penitentiary annex. 
The electrocution was not attended 
by any unusual incident. Davis walked 
calmly to the chair. When asked if 
he had anything to say, he declared 
he was innocent of the crime with 
which he was charged. The current 
was turned on at 12:05, 1,750 volts, 
and gradually decreased. ' Davis was 
pronounced dead at 12:10. After the 
electrocution Father Kelley, who had 
acted as spiritual adviser to Davis, 
declared that an innocent man had 
been electrocuted. 


Davis was convicted of the murder 


of his sweetheart, Hazel Reed, at 
Springfield, and received at the peni- 
tentiary annex Nov. 14, 1906. He was 
there longer than any other inmate, 
and saw four companions start for the 
electric chair. His father and mother 
live on a farm in Pike county. He was 
a widower, about 40 years old, and had 
a daughter eight years old. James W. 
Davis, a brother, and Mrs. Jessie Zim- 
merman, a sister, of the 13 children 
in the family, live in Columbus. For 
seme time Davis had been resigned to 
his fate. He joined the Catholic 
church while in the annex. His. only 
request of .Warden Gould was that his 
relatives be permitted to call the last 
day. The -relatives claimed the body 
and it will be buried in Springfield, 
as the man requested. 


Governor Harris .was besieged with 


efforts in behalf of Davis. His attor- 
neys made a last effort .to persuade the 
executive to £6 over the rejection "of 
the board of pardons, and called his 
attention to points in the record -which 
they hoped would help their case. Al- 
though the governor had heard the 
case presented to the pardon board, 
he went into the record. Later two 
brothers and three sisters of the mur- 
dere.r, two of the sisters with babies 
in their arms, called at the executive 
office and wanted to make a personal 
appeal to the governor. When it was 
explained that the governor must be 
guided by his oath of office and could 
only extend clemency on some more 
substantial ground than sentiment, 
they teft.

Torrential Rains Augmented the .Mis 


ory of Homeless People Sleeping 


in the Streets. 


Rome, Oct. i>:,.—The number of 


hilled as a result, of the earthquake 
Wednesday in Calabria is estimated 
at from 20 to 100. The damage done 
was much more extensive than at 
first estima-ed. Details show that 
the shocks were especially severe in 
the southern end of Calabrian penin- 
sula, bin throughout Calabria there 
were soenes of desolation and de- 
spair. The first shock was a tremen- 
dous one. and was followed by twa 
others of longer duration, which en- 
tirely destroyed two villages and re- 
duced many houses in several others 
to a mass of ruins. 


The first shock fortunately brought 


the entire population of the villages 
to the open, many succeeding in mak- 
ing their escape to the hills or open 
plains, which accounts for the small- 
ness of the list of fatalities. To add 
to the desolation caused by the earth- 
quake, it was raining in torrents, 
which greatly increased the suffering 
among the homeless people. Half the 
houses at Ferruzano and Brancaleone 
collapsed, and many persons were 
buried in the ruins, and at Slnopoll 
and St. Ilario more lives are said to 
have been lost. Panic prevails every- 
where. 
Pocella, Jonica, Reggio, Co- 


sanza, Barado, Cittanova, Palmi, Ma- 
rina and- other towns also suffered 
from the shocks, but none severely. 


The earthquakes continue, but they 


are slight. The people are still in a 
condition of apprehension, which is 
increased by each tremor. In spite of 
the torrential rain that is falling, they 
absolutely refuse to remain under 
cover. They have made their beds in 
the open. 
Mattresses 
have been 


spread about the squares and the 
fields surrounding the stricken vil- 
lages, and the people are covering 
themselves and their children as best 
they may. The only buildings that 
the frightened people will consent to 
enter are the churches, and even there 
they will not stay long. Sacred relics 
have been exposed in the cathedral of 
Catanzaro, and this served in a meas- 
ure to calm the population. The heavy 
rains have caused floods at several 
places, and the waters make more dif- 
ficult the work of rescue, which, under 
these circumstances, is necessarily 
proceeding slowly. The people are 
too much frightened to assist in the 
rescue work. 


Premier 
Gioletti 
conferred with 


King Victor Emmanuel on the disas- 
ter, and it was reported later that his 
majesty would go to the district if 
any fresh shocks occurred.
